gure ; for when the ſharp ſubtile ſpicula, which are contained 
in the ſalts or oils of theſe medicines, {ſtrike apainſt the ſides 
of the heart and arteries, they are ſtimulated into frequenter 
and ſtronger contractions; hence, from what dts 1 in 
(ſect. III. Ne 5) may we not underſtand how they contribute 
to ſtrengthen the ſolids? und further, by the attenuating 
alcaline ſalts, which-they contain, they ſerve very well to re-

biles dates?“ Among the preparations of antimony, the

and under all circumltances in this diſeaſe: And as the pa— 
tients, that uſe theſe waters, generally follow a very ltrict 
regimen, and are diverted with agreeable company, which, 
no doubt, may conduce alſo to their good effect; fo that, in 
the main, mineral wells may be ſaid to be an excellent and 
very agreeable medicine; * and perhaps, all mineral waters 
anſwer theſe intentions, more or leſs.

The infant ought to have firſt, 
a ſmall doſe of i adminiſtred, as it anſwers both to 
ſtrengthen and cleanſe the prime vie. If there are ſymp- 
toms of aciditics in the ſtomach, or an aqueous colluvies 
abounding much in it; then the abſorbent earth's or teſtace- 
ceous powders ſhould be uſed, the beſt of all which ſeems to 
be the mag ne ſia alb. or a ſmall quantity of ſoap diſſolved in 
the panado, as it attenuates, and is antacid, may be alſo 
uſed with conſiderable advantage, obſerving, at the ſame 

time, as much as may be, the rules propoſed in ſet. X. Ne 1. 

But if we ſuppoſe the patient a little more advanced in 
years, we would propoſe the following method: Firlt, - let 
him take a vomit, and after that a cathartic, ſuch as propoſed 
in ſect. X. Ne 2. both of which may be as frequently re- 
peated, as the circumſtances may require; in the mean time, 
between purges, let the patient drink a few draughis, as his 
ſtrength can bear, at proper intervals, of ſulphureous waters, 
ſuch as Moffat; or, if that cannot be had, ſome other mineral 
waters, which have been found to be of ſervice in ſcrofulous 


cales ; 
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cafes ; which by the bye, the greateſt part of them are; in the 
mean time uſing exerciſe, and they may alſo ſwallow 
a few carvy feds, or any other agreeable aromatic after 
every draught. The mineral waters eſpecially Moffat) -are 
often uſed by way of bath, once or twice a week, as the pa- 
tient's ſtrength can bear, taking care to prevent its debilita- 
ting effects by aromatic corroborating herbs being mixed with 
it; ſuch as abſinth. centau. minor, &c. An infuſion or de- 
coction of the ſaponaceous plants, (ſet. X. Ne 3.) or the al- 
caline ſalts with ſoap (ſect. X. Ne 3) may be given along with 
the waters: And il the diſeaſe is recent and mild, it often 
yields to this method; but if it do not, then the waters 
ought to be aſſiſted with ſtronger attenuants, ſuch as mercu · 
rials, antimonials, chalibeats, ſaponaceous and ſaline medi- 
cines, or a compoſition of molt or all of theſe. V. G. Recipe 
ſapon.ven.ſemiunciamZthiop, mineral.

aa drach. duas. Sal polychreſt. drach. unam bal. capiv. q. ſ. ut 
fiat maſſa in pilululas quinque formanda. Let 2 or 3 of the a- 
bove pills be taken every night at bed · time, drinking a draught 
of aq. calcis.and decode nor. mixed, aſter them. Or let the pa- 
tient take a ſmall doze of the pill Ethiop every night, or every 
other night at bed · time, drinking decoct. lign. along with 
them, and intermitting as ſoon as any ſymptoms of a tyliimus 
appears. The pill. Plumm. or the pill. mercurial. which laſt 
perhaps is the beſt ppn. of any of mercury, may be uſed in 
the ſame manner. Crude antimony powdered, given in ſmall 
dozes, and the patient drinking lime water or fea water in 
proper dozes at the ſame time, is perhaps a medicine ſecond 

to none, 1 
The vin. bened. in ſmall dozes is alſo excellent pills 
compoſed of Calomel. Sulph. aurat. antimon. aa gr. i. Aloes 
gr. 3. cum ſyr. balſ. q. ſ. ut f. maſs. Theſe taken every 
night at bed-time is commended by Mead. Burnt ſpunge, vi- 
. trio]. tart. the expreſſed juice of millepedes, or their infu- 
ſion in wine with a little powder of nutmeg ſtrained and 
ſweetned, as they are all attenuating and diuretic, ſo may 
prove yo" ag dip in this diſeaſe, and are much recom- 
mended alſo, by the el Dr Mead“. Infuſions af aro-

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matics in wine, given along with ſapo-gum pills, ſeem to me 
to bid very fair for good ſucceſs in this diſeaſe. 

But tis needleſs to produce many preſcriptions here, as al- 
moſt an infinite number of formulas might be contrived out 
of the different claſſes of medicines mentioned in ſect. X. 
which I leave to be contrived by the prudent practitioner to 
anſwer their particular patient's caſe : Which by the bye, is 
the great criterion of a good phyſician.

UT if the dry cough, difficulty of 
breathing, and other hectical ſymptoms 
have ſeized the patient, then not only the 
ſtronger attenuants, but alſo Moffat waters are 
to be omitted: and mild balſams, antiſeptics, 

expectorants, aſſes milk, &c. is indicated. 


When the diſeaſe is come to this ſtage, although there re- 
mains but little hope, yet ſomething ſhould be done for the 
relief of the miſerable patient. Here moſt of the medicines ' 
propoſed in ſect. X. eſpecially the ſtronger attenuants, would 
be prejudicial, 


Mild. balſams, antiſeptics.] One of the 
firſt indications that now occurs in the patient's caſe is to for- 
tify as much as poſſible the blood againſt the purulent infec- 
tion, For anſwering this intention, native balſams have been 
found of conſiderable ſervice, as they are powerfully antiſep - 
tic, for it is by their aſſiſtance chiefly that the Xgvptian mum- 
mies are preſerved from putrefaction. Theſe of the greateſt 
uſe here are Pix liquid. Aq. pic. Ball, peru. tolu. capiv. &c. 
But care ought to be taken that by their ſtimulus they do not 


. excite the fever, or promote adiarrhza too much: And I know 


a very celebrated phylician of very long and extenſive prac- 
tice, who prefers pix liq. before any of the other balſams, 
upon account of its mildneſs, as it does not heat and increaſe 
the fever too much, and is a good antiſeptic and expector- 
ant. To the head of antiſeptics we may alſo add the acids, 

which 
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which anſwer very well when properly uſed in this caſe, Aq 
calcis I have ſeen uſed in this caſe with very great benefit®, 
Expeftorants\ The ſecond indication which 
occuts in this ſtage of the diſeaſe, is to cleanſe the ulcers in 
the lungs from all purulent matter, and to conſolidate them; 
fed hic labor, hoc opus eft, The expectorants which anſwer 
this intention beſt, are Lac, ammon. Acet. ſcillet. Flor. benzon. 
&c. And by decoctions of balſamic vulnerary herbs, ſuch as 
Cap. vener. Flor. tuſſilag. Agrimon. Heder. terreſt, &c. And 
when the ulcers are by dels means cleanſed, their con ſolida- 
tion may be attempted by giving balſ. lucatel. (in vitell. ovi 
ſubact.) in form of an electuary. And as moderating the 
cough, and inclining the patient to reſt, will very much pro- 
mote this, as then the lips of the ulcers are more at reſt 
therefore decoct. vel ſyr. de cap. papav. alb, given towards 
the evening, will perhaps as much as poſlible promote this 
deſirable effect. 


Aﬀes milk, c.] The third indication 


here is to = om the ſick with food of eaſy digeſtion, and 
which affords a good nouriſhment, which is chiefly to be 
found in the vegetable kingdom, and milk. To theſe ought 
alſo to be added. proper exerciſe, and a good country air.

The tumor may alſo be ſomented with ag. calcir or ſpirit, 
Minder.—The Quircus marin. rubbed upon the tumor, is re- 
commended. as a good diſcutient, by Dr Ruſſel.— The fol- 
lowing cataplaſm may be applied, K. Rad. Brion. alb. Cicut. 
aquat. ana unciam unam, coque in ag. font.q.s. & adde Rad. Ra- 
phan. ruſt, ſemi unc. Galb. (in vitell. ovi ſolut.) drach. duas 
ſal ammoniac Grud. drach. unam M. f. catapla. — 
The empl. de cicut. cum ammon. de mi nis cum ſapone. 
De ammen. cum Mercur. Diachylon. cum gum. &c. may be 
apply'd with ſucceſs. But the Rad. Bryon. alb. freſh, and 
mixed with the common white bread pultis, is perhaps pre- 
ferable to any other. And I remember to have ſeen a re- 
markable cure made in the infirmary, at Edinburgh, in the 
winter 1755, of a perſon who had a large ſchirrus thyroid 
gland, which was totally reſolved by this pultis.

A pultis of ſour ſowens (ſo called by the Scots, i. e. e 
mucilagine furſuracea aſceſcente) has been uſed with great 
advantage as a diſcutient in this diſeaſe. And I have often 
ſeen it uſed by the above-mentioned profeſſor, with the 
greateſt advantage. „ | 

2dly, If the reſolution has been tried in vain, and the tu- 
mor ſeems {till to increaſe, and tend to ſuppuration, then its 
maturation is to be as much as poſſible promoted by emolient 
and digeſting pultiſes, or plaiſters; of the ſame nature, or 
rather more acrid, may be applied. For 'tis obſervable, that 
plaiſters, particularly of the hotter gums, promote ſuppura- 
tion faſter in theſe pituitous tumors than the common emo- 
lient pultiſes ; for they heat, ſtimulate, and impede perſpira- 
tion more. Theſe ought to be applied till the tumor” break 
of itſelf; unleſs, from its ſeat and other circumſtances, there 


is danger leſt the matter be abſorbed into the blood, or the

Nor ought the tumor to be opened before the ſuppuration 
be compleat, if poſſible; for, otherwiſe, it will prolong the 

3dly, If the tumor is ſo hard, that it can neither be re- 
ſolved or brought to ſuppuration; if it be ſeated fingle, 
moveable, and not adhering to any large veſſel, then it may 
be extracted by the chirurgical art.“

Trumous ulcers don't only, not readily 


| yield to the common remedies, but alfo 
often deceive the ſurgeon, . by putting on a 


fallacious kind of cicatrix, which immediate 
breaks out again, particularly in the ſpring 
and autumn,“ and generally appear much 
worſe than before; however, in general, the 


chirurgical treatment of the ulcers ought to 


be as ſimple as poſſible, and only the moſt 
bland and lenient balſams, the moſt mild di 
geſtives and epuloticks ſhould be uſed. Acrid, 
irritating medicines always exaſperate it, which 
- ought, therefore, to be as little uſed as poſſi- 


ble, unleſs it be to conſume fungous fleſh, 


and, even then, they ought to be very mild. 
If the ulcer extend its dimenſions much, and 
eat away the neighbouring parts, then they 
are to be defended by aſtringents and mild
